T hey think they may get it if a d ic­ 
tatorship Ls established. 
T his is tile situ atio n as seen here 
today. 
W ith meat co stin g more than 
a 
dollar a pound and bread and pota­ 
toes proportionately high and scarce­ 
ly obtain ab le at any price, the aver­ 
age German only w an ts a strong cen ­ 
tral 
governm ent w hich 
w ill bring 
prices under control, stabilize cu r ­ 
rency and get work started. 
D espite return of Crown 
Prince 
F riederlch W ilh elm and the readiness 
of Prince Rupprecht to ascend 
at 
least a Bavarian throne, th e m onar­ 
chists have not found a really d esir­ 
able candidate to rally around. 
lf the m onarchists use arms, they 
w ill he met by artus, it lias been said. 
T he labor orga n iza tion s itave fre- 
qm ntl.v let it be know n they would 
use th eir w eapons ag ain st an y a t­ 
tempt to overthrow 
the 
republic. 
Tit cir general strike, it w ill be re­ 
membered, defeated th e fam ous Kapp 
putsch in March, 1920. 
It is considered q u estion ab ly w h e­ 
ther they would be able to succeed 
as in the general strike today because 
it may he a boom erang on them selves 
by cu ttin g off food supplies. 
The 
food supplies in the city are consid­ 
erably short and a gen eral 
strike 
would not last long if it tied 
up 
ti ansportution. 
The seria lists and dem ocrats have 
recen tly offered to form “ h u n dred s-* 
under arms to defend the republic if 
necessary and have issued proclam a­

If the republic collapses aud goes

CITY MILK SUPPLY 


IS COMMENTED ON 


Dr. Ralph A. Hallquist. City Dairy 


Inspector. Gives Facts to the 
Rotarian Club 


IMPROVING

Work 
Under City's Present Milk 
Ordinance Began August I. 1921 
—90 Dairies, 800 Cows 


Tho following paper was read by 
Dr. Ralph A. Hallquist, veterinarian 
and city 
dairy 
inspector,

R otary club and gives facts 
on 
the 
growing city milk supply. 
“ The milk business as 
it 
affec s 
Brainerd has grown so rapidly and is. 
of such great importance to ourVom- 
m un ity th at it has created a gre..t 
interest on the part of the public. 
Therefore it has ben an educa­ 
tional feature 
in 
getting 
results. 
The dairymen, milkers, and all con­ 
cerned in h a n d lin g of the produces 
are ta ught and brought to realize 
th a t they have in their charge a food 
which is easily 
contaminated, 
a n i 
therefcre should take 
all 
possible 
precautions to protect 
the 
product 
from becoming a source of danger to 
themselves and the milk consumer. 
In the year of 1890. in some of tho 
larger cities the collection of milk 
became common, anc! the acceptance 
of the germ theory of disease led to 
the tracin g of certain outbreaks of 
contagion to the milk supply. 
Soon the medical profession and 
the public recognized that tho milk 
industry must be reformed and put 
on a basis which would 
make 
the 
products above reproach, and as a T-e- 
stilt a new art was formed ‘city milk 
supply,’ still far from 
perfect, 
but 
which is advancing steadily. 
The milk industry 
has 
attained 
this importance because 
milk 
and 
cream are cheapest of foods, consider­ 
in g food value and most people are 
fond of them. and digest them easily. 
Fresh milk is essential to the grow­ 
ing child, and to the nursling which 
may be deprived of the moth er milk. 
Milk is tho nutritive secretion of 
tho m a m m ary glands, and in a gen­ 
eral vfay all milks are similar for 
they are all watery fluids containing 
fats, proteins, sugars, salts and gases. 
Each species of animal has its own 
peculiar milk, in regard to flavor, 
color and b u tter fat content. 
The common analysis of milk in­ 
cludes a determination of butter fat, 
specific gravity and total solids. Tile 
b u tte r fat is present in the form of 
tr anspa rent globules of which it has 
been estimated there are IOO billion 
in a single drop and is suspended in 
th e serum, but on se tting the milk 
aside for a time they gradually raj ie 
to the surface in the form of cream. 
The specific gravity changes with 
the year, period of lactation, breed 
of animal and quality and q uantity of 
feed, but at 60 degrees F ahrenheit 
ranges from 1026 to 102 7. 
The butter fat test varies with the 


I different breeds of cattle and a greet 
number of samples of milk were test­ 
ed from each breed with the follow­ 
ing average.

5.6

cent. 
Guernsey 5.2 per cent, Ayreshlre 4.1 
per cent, Shorthorn 5.6 per cent. Hol­ 
stein 3.4 per cent. 
The dairymen are ever increasing 
their herds and improving 
in 
the 
judgment of the selection of type, n$ 
to quality. 
In Crow Wing county the Holstein 
cattle predominate with Shorthorns 
next in number, and eventually some 
fine herds will he 
the 
result. 
The 
consumers of milk are interested in 
clean milk because no one cares to 
use a food which is not produced and 
handled under 
sanitary 
conditions 
and they have a more direct interest 
because of tho danger of contracting 
disease which is communicated by the 
use of infected milk. 
Serious epi­ 
demics of typhoid fever, septic sore 
throat, scarlet fever and diphtheria 
have been spread through the use of 
milk which was not 
carefully 
p ro ­ 
duced. 
The scientific evidence at present 
indicates that tuberculosis is tra n s ­ 
mitted from animals to people and 
chiefly children. Statistics show that 
25 per cent of the children under five 
years of age that are suffering from 
tuberculosis are affected 
with 
th 
bovine type of bacillus. 
The present milk 
ordinance 
was 
passed April 16, 1921, the work bo­ 
gan August I. 1921. 
and

found 
some of the dairies in a very insani­ 
tary 
condition- cows 
were 
not 
groomed, 
barns 
were 
filthy, 
and 
operated under

ment. 
Some were conducted 
in

about GO dairies having from I to 4 5 
cows, located in all wards of the city 
and from one to seven miles in the 
country.

IT is unfortunate that so much testimony relative to the char­ 
acter of Colonel Fofbea should have been admitted during the in­ 
vestigation and the more especially because Senator I). A. Reed, 
chairman of the senate committee investigating, ruled that the 
colonel will not be allowed to preesnt testimony impeaching the 
characters of his accusers until after it haw been examined by the 
committee in private. 
This decision is likely to lead to the suppression of evidence 
which the defense might offer, testimony which would not in it­ 
self bear directly upon the charges but which would tend to show 
that the accusers are themselves no better than the one they ac­ 
cuse. 
lf this ruling had been made at the start there would have 
been reason to agree that Colonel Forbes had received a square 
deal, and if the committee is able to overlook the testimony bear­ 
ing upon the character of the accused, outside of the affairs of his 
office, it may yet be that Colonel Forbes will be treated with fair­ 
ness, but throughout the country those who have been following 
the reports of the investigation have been influenced by what they 
have read and the impression made will not be removed by tes­ 
timony showing the reputation of the witnesses who appeared 
against him. 
The evidence that is a lre ad y in, if I is true, would tend to 
show that Colonel Forbes did net behave as an important officer 
of the United Slates government should behave, hut that does 
not convict him on charges of criminal mismanagement of this 
department and it is probable that Colonel Forties was surrounde< 
by associates who took part with him iii these festivals and whose 
behavior w as little if any be tte r th an that of the former director 
of the Veterans’ Bureau. 
Sufficient evidence lens been submitted lo prove that the con­ 
dition of affairs in the Veterans’ Bureau when Colonel Forbes 
was at its beati was not of a kind to indicate that its poi sonnet 
were very seriously concerned al»out the thousands of American 
boys who require proper attention if their Ryes are to be saved. 
To this extent the form er director of t hi* bureau is clearly guilty, 
and while the public is grieved when it reads such disclosuies, 
revealing revelry and dissipation on tie part of those whose con­ 
cern was the rehabilitation of ex-service men, nevertheless the 
public docs not wish to see Colonel Forbes made the scapegoat 
for the mismangament of the bureau, for it seems abundantly 
proved that his associates were a party to the reprehensible con­ 
duct of those in the bureau.

Y e t another parliament has become history. 
Its fame will

which, with a Hew mandate from the people, will Ire ready to 
carry on. 
The next two weeks will see a political battle in Britain in 
which several factions will make a bid for the v o te s of the elec­ 
tors. 
One of the issues is that of protection versus free* trade. 
Stanley Baldwin has expressed the wish to place high t a r if f s upon 
imported goods, with preference given to imports from the' colo­ 
nies, but he was unable to go ahead with such a plan b e c a u s e 
(luring the last election he had given a pledge to the people that 
the existing policy would not be disturbed, 
lb now asks Un­ 
people to support him in bb recent proposals. 
Against him is ihe 
doughty Lloyd George who, recently returned 
f r o m America 
with increased popularity as a result of his triumphal journey 
through the United States, will tight stubbornly for free trade. 
This champion of free trade has in this an issue upon which he 
can appeal to the people with conviction and power. 
His fame 
was w'on in battles over this subject and In* is one of the masterly 
exponents of thi* principles of free trade. 
However, the election is not likely to result in victory for 
Lloyd George. The battle is not so much a battle between the con­ 
servative party and ihe rem nants of the bioral party whose fac­ 
tional difference* have reduced it- prestige and strength. 
Th* 
battle is rather one between conservative elements of both parties 
and the radical element in the nation w idth finds its expression 
through the labor party. 
Many friends and supporters of Stan­ 
ley Baldwin lear an * lection at this time. 
Probably labor will not 
gain sufficient seats to l*e strong enough to take over thi* govern­ 
ment but labor may win in so many constituencies that the pro­ 
gram of the majority will be* jeopardized through a strong and 
virile opposition. 
The political life of Britain lacks its former 
unity, party cohesion is not us strong as it was before tin World 
war.

It is unfortunate that so much testimony relative to the char­ 
acter of Colonel Forbes should have been adm itted during the in­ 
vestigation and the more especially because Senator IE A. Heed, 
chairman of the senate com m ittee investigating* i tiled that t.n 
colonel will not be allowed to preesni testim ony im peaching the 
characters of his accusers until after it has been exam ined by the 
com m ittee in private. 
This decision is likely to lead lo the suppression of evidence 
which the defense might offer, testim ony which would not in it­ 
self bear directly upon the charges but which would tend to show 
that the accusers are them selves no better than the one they a c ­ 
cuse. 
If this ruling had been m ade at I he start there would have 
been reason to agree that Colonel Forbes had received a square 
deal, and if the com m ittee is able to overlook the testim ony-bear­ 
ing upon the character of the accused, outside of the affairs of his 
office, it may yet be that Colonel Forbes will be treated with fair- 
j 
ness, but throughout the country those who have been following I 
the reports of the investigation have been influenced by what they 1 
have read and the iffinrefcsion made will not la* removed by tea- j 
timony show ing the reputation of the w itnesses w ho appeared j 
against him. 
The evidence that is already in. if it is true, would tend to 
show that Colonel Forbes did not behave as an important officer 
of the United States governm ent should behave, but that does 
not convict him on charges of criminal m ism anagem ent of this 
departm ent and it is probable that Colonel Forbes w as surrounded 
by associates who took psi t with him in these festivals and whose 
behavior w as little if any better than that of the form er director 
of the V eterans’ Bureau. 
Sufficient evidence has been subm itted to prove that the con­ 
dition of affairs in the V eterans’ Bureau when Colonel Forbes 
w as at its head was not of a kind to indicate that its personnel 
were very seriously concerned about the thousands o f American 
boys who require proper attention if their lives are to be saved. 
To this extent the former director o f the bureau is clearly guilty, 
and while the public is grieved when it reads such disclosures, 
revealing revelry and dissipation on the part of those whose con­ 
cern w as the rehabilitation of ex-service men, nevertheless the 
public does not w ish to see Colonel Forbes made the scapegoat 
for the m ism angam ent of the bureau, for it seem s abundantly 
proved that his associates were a party to the reprehensible con­ 
duct of those in the bureau.

This champion of free trade bas in this an issue upon which he 
can appeal to the people with conviction and power. 
His fame 
was won iii battles over this subject and he is one of the masterly 
exponents of the principles of free trade. 
However, the election is not likely to result in victory for 
Lloyd George. 
The battle is not so much a battle between the con­ 
servative party and the rem nants of the I bioral party whose fac­ 
tional differences have reduced its prestige and strength. 
The 
battle is rather one between conservative elem ents of both parties 
and the radical element in the nation which finds its expression 
through the labor party.
